Being a full believer in necessary 
legislative correction, I am not in ­ 
clined to discredit the laws of our 
land, because they generally do re­ 
present the collective will of the 
people, and certainly we would be 
lost without them. 
Laws do estab­ 
lish the general clim ate under which 
the people have expressed a desire 
to live. 
T h function of law in a 
democracy is to balance the inter­ 
ests of the pople as 
individuals 
against the inteiests of people as a 
whole. 
It represents a compromise 
arrived at by free men as citizens 
of the same country. 
It is a series 
of sign posts and tta ffic signals 
which enables a people to nove with 
some semblance of efficiency in the 
dire tion of their common goal. 


However, we must not make the 
m istake of assumisg that law, as 
such, is sufficiently subtle to reach 
all points cf friction and effect the 
required lubrication. 
Fu ’.ther, we 
would be very much in error to take 
a Labor law—the W agner Act. for 
instance, or the Taft-H artley Act, or 
any future legislation, and expect 
it to deal the care's in any such 
game as the game of industrial re­ 
lations. 
This is like expecting a 
p. ir to beat a full house. 


In simple language, this all boils

How’s your health? 
I hope it’s 
good. 
But let me warn you that 
your health, tha t of your relatives, 
living and as yet unborn^ as well as 
tha t of your neighbors, isn’t going 
to be so good if the 81st Congress 
makes the catastrophic legislative 
blunder of putting the Federal Gov­ 
ernment into the medical business— 
as recommended by President Tru­ 
man. 


This threa t to the nation’s health, 
physical, mental and social

Senators W agner of New York and 
Murray of M ontana introduced Sen­ 
ate Bill 1161. 
Some years previous­ 
ly Senator Wagner had placed the 
executives of industry behind the 
8-ball with his Wagner Labor R e­ 
lations Act—in 1943 he was hell­ 
bent on putting the medical fater- 
nity in the same untenable position. 


The 1943 Congress was smart. 
It 
knew’ there was no public demand 
for socialist!: practices in the field 
of medicine, or for tha t m atter, in 
any other field in America. 
As I 
recall it the bill did not even come 
out of committee—a t any rate, the 
physicians and their patients up to 
this writing are still free individuals. 


There is no more demand in this 
year of -1949 than there was in 1943 
for socialized medicine. 
There is 
no 
possible efceuse for arbitrarily 
placing men of science, engaged in 
basic human welfare work, under 
political domination. 
It would be 
a mere step farther, and scarcely 
more inconceivable, to place all re­ 
ligion, all education, all art and cu­ 
lture. all industry and all business 
activity in the hands of a few un­ 
elected, unbridled bureaucrats. 


This sicialibzed medicine business 
is just one more of those Utopian 
schemes to bamboozle the American 
people into believing tha t you can 
get something for nothing, a farther 
part of what has all 
the earmarks 
of being a carefully calculated plot 
to plunge this liberty oving nation 
into a totalitarian economy.
